PRESS OF NATION 


IS CONTEMPLATED 


WASHINGTON, April 17.—W)-- 


President Hoosevelt told the na- 
tion's editors today that as' far as 
he was concerned "there will bo 
no government control of news un- 
less it be a vital military informa- 
tion." 
In a letter to the American so- 


ciety of newspaper editors, read 
to the organization's IPth annual 
convention by Tom 
Wallace, 
its 


president, the Chief Executive de- 
clared free speech was In "undis- 
puted possession" of the press, mag- 
azines, motion pictures, and the ra- 
dio and so far as he was concern- 
ed "It will remain tlrere for that is 
where It belongs." 


Wallace, editor of the Louisville 
Times, called for more attention 
to commercial and political prob- 
lems In Latin America in his open- 
ing address. 
He said Mr. Roose- 


velt's letter "may become a very 
historic document." 
Wallace declared the "fault in 


the failure of American neighbors 
to be truly neighborly has been 
more ours than that of Latin Am- 
ericans." 


"We have indulged, maladroltly 
and mistakenly, a superiority com- 
plex with regard to Latin Amer- 
icans, who as a result have shrug- 
ged shoulders," he said.

perilous of virtues. Europe's broken 
and enslaved nations are 
monu- 


ments to the futility of prudence. 
Cautious conciliators and amiable 
appeasers have sold their peoples 
into a 
fate 
worse than 
death, 


Statecraft, 
like 
everyday 
living, 


needs to be salted with more than 
a dash of reckless courage. "Tou- 
jours 
audace" 
is 
the 
familiar 


French phrase that was forgotten 
by that nation's own statesmen in 
their hour of decision. Pussllan- 
imlty 
never prevails. "Boldness, 


ever boldness," is the challenge to 
all who would greatly live. 


Our Lesson today is the familiar 


story of Pentecost, when divine fire 
and brave witness-bearing fell upon 
a group of common men, who had 
been crowds in Gethsemane, in the 
judgement hall where their Leader 
was tried, and at the cross. What 
that craven company needed was 
courage to stand up straight and 
speak out loud, disdainful of death 
or any other fate. When the new 
Spirit descended, the disciples lost 
their 
fears 
and 
found 
their 


tongues; 
and 
became 
witnesses 


whose words have transformed the 
world.The Book of Boldness. 


I am not much for the study of 


"key words" of the Bible's books, 
or any other of the ingenious de- 
vices which make Scripture study] 
a mere exercise in dialects. But I 
must confess the hold 
that 
the 


Book of Acts long ago took upon 
me as a continuous and powerful 
revelation fo the power of boldness 
in speech. All of my thinking has 
been colored by it; and if I have 
at times been reckless in my ex- 
pression of what I believe to be the 
truth for the times, the responsi- 
bility must be laid upon this wit- 
ness-bearing Book of Boldness. 


When the 
promise of Pentecost 


was fulfilled 
to 
the friends of 


Jesus, 
after 
their 
ten days of 


waiting, proclaiming His ascension, 
the phenomenon was visualized by 
tongues of fire, one flame resting 
upon each 
head. 
The 
disciples 


burst forth into speech, telling in 
all the world her 
experience of 


that 
cosmolitan 
company 
the 


Story of Jesus. In passing, it la to 
be 
recalled 
that 
the Gospel is 


preached today in many times more 
languages than were represented at 
Pentecost. 


But the more important "gift of 
tongues" was endowment with free 
utterance in bearing witness. 
At 


Ppntccost 
the grave-cloth of pru- 


dence 
and 
timidity and conven- 


tionality was removed 
from the 


mouth of the.Church. From that 
hour she went forth to testify to 
al Ithe world her experience of 
Jesus, the world's redeemer. And 
whenever and wherever since then 
she has heen a witnessing Church, 
she has been a prevailing church. 
One of her present weaknesses is 
fhe atrophy of 
testimony-bearing 


in gatherings 
of the brotherhood. 


The decline of week-day 
prayer 


meetings, and of class meetings is 
one 
of 
the gravest ailments of 


modern 
Christianity. 
A 
Spirit- 


filled Church is a witness-bearing 
Church. 
I 
"Let's Look at the Record." 


Dr. Plcrson used to say that the 
title, "The Acts of the Apostles," Is I 
a misnomer for this fifth book of 
the New Testament; it should be 
named 'The Acts of the Holy Rpi- 
rlt." And that Spirit was the Spirit 
of boldness. The 
word "boldness" I 


occurs at least a dozen times; and I 
it Is exemplified far oftener. We 
*Ind it first in our Lesson's record, 
•When they beheld tho boldness of 
'eter and 'John.. .they marvelled; 
nd they took knowledge of them I 
hat they hud heen with Jesus." No- 
ody Identifies a timid, silent Chris- 
Ian as of tho companionship of 
Christ. 
The first recorded prayer of the 


Chi^stian Church was a prayer for, 
boldness; and the 
record of the 


answer follows 
immediately, that 


"they were all filled with the Holy 
Spirit, and they spoke the word of 
God with boldness." First and last 
of the record of Paul's preaching is 
that ho spoke the word with bold- 
ness. And the closing words of this 
Book of Boldness are the record of | 
Paul In Rome "teaching the things; 
concerning the Lord Jesus with all 
boldness." 
There Is no tonic for chicken- 


hearted, 
slack-backed 
Christians 


like the 
reading 
of this 
swift 


marching Book of the Acts. It puts 
courage and "free utterance" into 
the soul; and delivers one from the 
commonest of all fears, that of pub- 
lic opinion. Vast changes are today 
under way in the spirits of men, as 
they face a future unknown, but 
pregnant with dreadful or glorious 
•lossibilltles. What better propara- 
iion for the changes to come than 
a new deep spirit of courage, horn 
>f eompanylng with Spirit-filled he- 
i'oes?

Nazis to endure. The vic- 
tims must regard them as 
worse than 
war, 
because 


they are so humiliating and 
at the same time so hard to 
deal with.

Miami, Fla., as house painters and 
that as they travelled near Talla- 
hassee an argument arose over 
whether they should drive to New 
York or Texas. 
District Attorney McCasland In- 


formed the attorney general that 
Houston Moje was alive on their 
arrival in Waskom, Texas, April 
2, and died a few miles east of 
Marshall, Harrison County, Texas. 
The opinion said ruling; case law 


held that "the crime is committed 
and is punishable In the jurisdic- 
tion where the fatal wound or blow 
Is given." 


Mann stated the opinion 
was 


based on the assumption that the 
district attorney's telegram gave 
all the facts on the question pro- 
pounded and was limited to the of- 
fense of murder. 


"If the defendant did any act 
within this state to hasten death, 
another question would be Involv- 
ed," he said.
